for early winter fowering are a few 
of what are known by Gorists as 
Dutch bulbs. Of these there are only 
& few kinds or varieties that can be 
had in flower early in the winter. 
White Roman Hyacinths are very 
satisfactory for early flowering. The 
colored Roman Hyaciaths are not as 
good, and do not flower as early as 
the White Romans. The loose grow- 
ing, richly perfumed flowers of the 
White Romans are very pretty and 
acceptable. The Paper White Ni 
sus can also be had in flower early. 
French grown bulbs of the Trumpet 
Major Narcissus can also be had in 
flower in the window before Christ- 
mas by potting the bulbs toward the 
endoof September, or not later than 
the end of October. All of these bulbs 
can usually be had early in October 
at seed stores. Pot the bulbs in rath- 
er sandy potting soll as soon as the 
bulbs can be obtained. The soil 
should not be too rich in fertilizers. 
Three or four bulbs can be put in a 
five-inch pot. ‘The top of the bulbs 
should be just under the surface of 
the soil when potted. The surface of 
the soil should be about half an inch 
below the top of the pot for water 
space, Water the bulbs well as soon 
as potted and set the pots away in 
a cool, dark place in a dark cellar or 
cupboard until roots have well start~ 
ed, usually for about four or five 
weeks. When roots are well started, 
and possibly showing through the 
hole in the bottom of the flower pot, 
they should be brought into the win- 
dow to flower. Keep the soil well 
moist, not too wet, until they are 
through flowering. Dytch Hyacinths 
and many other varieties of Narcis- 
aus (Daffodils), Tulips and Freesias 
can be potted in October or Novem- 
ber, but few of them will flower until 
January or February 

‘Chinese Sacred Lilies, 

Bulbs of these can be started in 
deep saucers or soup plates in Octo- 
ber for early flowering. Set the bulbs 
firmly in the saucer and then Ol the 
maucer or dish with fine gravel 
stones, 80 a to almont 
bulbs.” Fill the saucer up with water 
and set them away in © dark, cool 
place, as mentioned before, for about 
three weeks, until roots -ave well

Water Is « Much Better Agent Than 
Air In Operating Cooling Tanks 
Becanse It Is @ Better Conductor 
of Grades of Heat—How Tank 
Can Be Made-at Home, 


After separation, cream should be 
placed immediately In cold water and 
Stirred occasionally from the bottom 
with a stirring rod until the temper- 
ature is below 60 degrees Fahrenheit 
at least, and preférably below 50 de- 
grees ‘Fahrenheit, Fresh cream 
should never be fixed with cream 
from previous skimmings until it has 
been thoroughly cooled, as the addi- 
tion of warm cream raises the tem- 
perature of the older cream and has- 
tens souring. Water Is a much better 
cooling agent than air, because it Is 
a better conductor of heat and is 
capable of absorbing greater quan- 
tities of heat. In cooling, the best re- 
sults are obtained when ice water is 
used. A dalry farmer in tion 
where natural ice is produced should 
have an ice house and should fill it 
each winter. If well water alone ts 
used, it Im necessary to change it sev- 
eral times a day.

the lowest possible cost, ix inches 
of dry excelsior, shavings, or saw- 
dust, tightly packed on the side 
bottom, and cover of the tank, will 
serve the purpose if kept dry 

On many farms It is customary 
churn only two or three times a week 
Where this is the case the cream 
from each separation should be kept 
in the cooling tank until about 
hours before the churning. In ordi 
that the cream may ripen uniformly 
it should be placed in one receptacle, 
thoroughly mixed, and warmed slo 
ly to a Cemperature of from 65 to 75 
degrees Fahrenheli.
